THE proposed closure of Haringey 
Magistrates’ Court would be a “hammer 
blow” to justice, Haringey Council chiefs 
have warned. 

The court in Bishops Road, Highgate, has been

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government plans to streamline the court 
system across the UK. The coalition govern¬ 
ment is proposing to shut a total of 103 mag¬ 
istrates’ and 54 county courts which they say 
are “underused and inadequate” and so save a 
total of £36.8million. 

Cases will instead be heard at Highbury 
Corner and Enfield, which are three and five 
miles away, if the plans go through. 

But the news has sparked concern. Bernice 
Vanier, cabinet member for community 
safety and cohesion, said: “We have serious 
concerns about the proposals to close 
Haringey Magistrates’ Court, which could 
be a hammer blow to local justice and to the 
support we are able to give to both victims 
and offenders. 

“Haringey Council has worked closely with 
Highgate Magistrates’ Court on a number of 
schemes to improve community justice, 
strengthen links with local services, and 
promote magistrates in the community. 

“We value this relationship and believe that 
joint local working is an important part of 
effective justice.” 

There is also fear job losses may be on the 
horizon. The court employs eight administra¬ 
tion staff, four ushers and eight legal advisers. 

In launching a consultation on the plans, 
courts minister Jonathan Djanogly said: “We

should not think about access to justice as 
simply a question of length of the journey to 
the nearest court. 

“In the future, we need to look at whether 
through the more effective use of video and 
telephone links and other technology, includ¬ 
ing online services, we can improve the 
public’s experience of the justice system. 

“When public finances are under pressure, 
it is vital to eliminate waste and reduce costs.” 

Of the four courtrooms at Haringey, only 
three are used every day. 

Court four has no direct access to the cell 
area and is rarely used. The report also 
claims the witness facilities and custody area 
are in a “poor condition” and in need of 
major investment.

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Primary school repairs 
shelved after cost cuts

A GOVERNMENT decision to with¬ 
draw £8.57million earmarked to boost 
primary school places in Haringey has 
threatened expansion plans at several 
schools in the borough. 

In a letter to education secretary 
Michael Gove, Haringey Council leader 
Claire Kober warned that: “the decision, 
and inability to clarify despite our 
repeated requests, is a barrier to the 
council’s prudent planning for primary 
school places in the borough.” 

The warning was sounded after two 
meetings scheduled for last month to 
discuss the removal of funding were can¬ 
celled by Department of Education offi¬ 
cials at the last minute. 

Ms Kober called for an urgent meeting 
with department of education chiefs to 
help resolve the situation, warning the 
uncertainty was throwing education 
planning in Haringey into chaos. She 
said: “This is causing anxiety among our 
parents, teachers and governors - as pro¬ 
jects we have developed to meet the 
demand are now at risk. 

“This is critical for us to be able to 
plan effectively for the significant 
increases in primary school demand pro¬ 
jected for the coming years.” 

Demand for reception places in 
Haringey is projected to rise from 3,059 
this year to 3,478 by 2020 - signifi¬ 
cantly outstripping the 3,131 places 


expected to be available by 2020 if no 
further capacity is created. 

However staff and pupils at Rhodes 
Avenue Primary School, based in 
Rhodes Avenue, Wood Green, received 
the good news that their rebuilding 
project will go ahead after the council 
scraped together the £8.1m necessary. 

The cash, which did not come from 
the threatened schools boost pot, will 
build enough classrooms for an extra 30 
pupils a year from next September, and 
involve major improvements to existing 
classrooms after the council decided the 


work was urgent. Headteacher Chris 
Witham said: “It’s been an anxious cou¬ 
ple of weeks at the school but we’re 
absolutely thrilled that the project is still 
going ahead. It is going to transform the 
school and really make it suitable for the 
21st century. 

“Some of the work is starting this 
summer. It’s going to be a busy few 
years for us!” 

There are currently 420 pupils at the 
school. The expansion will mean that 
the school’s capacity will be for 630 
pupils from reception to Year 6 by 2017. 


Fresh hopes 
after fairer 
funds forum 

A MEETING to discuss the unfair 
funding of Haringey’s schools 
have been described as “useful” 
by education chiefs and MPs 
from the borough. 

Crucial talks in the fight to 
reverse the situation, in which 
Haringey schools receive about 
£35million less each year than 
in neighbouring boroughs, took 
place between local MPs Lynne 
Featherstone and David 
Lammy as well as Haringey 
Council’s cabinet member for 
children’s services, Lorna Reith, 
and the Parliamentary Under 
Secretary for Schools, Lord Hill. 

Fair Deal For Haringey 
Children has generated more 
than 1,600 responses to the 
recent consultation when 
teachers, parents and 
governors were urged to explain 
what difference the extra cash 
would make to their schools. 

Haringey is classed as outer 
London or funding purposes - 
even though its teachers are 
paid according to inner London 
pay scales. Allocations for the 
present financial year are 
£5,364 per pupil for Haringey 
- compared with £6,682 for 
Hackney, £6,618 for Camden 
and £6,310 for Islington.

Nosy parkers: Small CCTV cars 
scoop up £400k in motor’ st fines 


PATROLLING cars fitted with CCTV 
cameras have snared Haringey 
Council almost £400,000 in fines 
from unsuspecting motorists in the 
past year. 

In what has been slammed as the 
latest addition to Britain’s “surveil¬ 
lance state”, CCTV cars are increas¬ 
ingly being used to catch those flout¬ 
ing the Highway Code. 

And Haringey seems to have 
embraced the technology more than 
most authorities, having used two cars 
to catch 7,746 people in the 12 months 
up to April this year and netting 
£1,094 per day on average in the 
process. 

The cars are usually parked at 
known hot-spots for traffic viola¬ 
tions. The video footage is then 
returned to the council’s CCTV oper¬ 
ation centre and scoured for parking 
and bus lane offences. Guilty 
motorists are then informed by post - 
sometimes up to 14 days after the 
offence was committed. 

Dylan Sharpe, campaign director of 
civil liberties group Big Brother 
Watch, urged the new government to 
crack down on their use. 

He said: “The CCTV car represents 
a worrying escalation in surveillance 
in Britain; from stationary eye in the 
sky to prowling menace, actively 
seeking out transgressors. Mobile 
CCTV is dangerous because moving 
cameras are able to point and film in 


areas no authority would dare place a 
static CCTV camera. Not only is it 
intrusive, the CCTV car is also puni¬ 
tive in the extreme.” 

Haringey was one of the first 
London boroughs to use the cars, 
introducing them in November 2005 
to enforce “moving traffic offences”. 

These include contraventions of 
banned turns, no entry signs and yel¬ 
low box junctions. 

The council has not bought the cars 
outright but leases them from private 
companies, clocking up £40,800 in 
“maintenance costs” in the past year. 

Nilgun Canver, cabinet member for 
neighbourhoods, said: “Most 
councils use these cars to help 
make sure local roads are kept as 
clear as possible so that traffic can 
move quickly in the borough. 

“Illegally parked cars can 
also impede other drivers and 
pedestrians. We have two 
cars along with officers who 
patrol the borough on 
foot. 

“Those cars also help 
to enforce offences 
such as illegal turns 
and driving the wrong 
way down one-way 
streets, which can only 
be enforced by CCTV 
camera.”

Radical health overhaul is 
set to give doctors the lead

HEALTH services in Haringey will 
undergo huge changes as part of the 
radical overhaul of the NHS announced 
this week. 

Doctors across the borough will be 
given much more responsibility, includ¬ 
ing taking charge of 80 per cent of the 
health budget, and patients will get 
more of a say on where they want to be 
treated, according to a white paper 
released by the government on Monday. 

The shake-up has sent reverberations 
through the health community and is 
being hailed as the biggest restructuring 
of the NHS since its inception in 1948. 

All hospitals will also become inde¬ 
pendent from government control by 
2013, including The Whittington Hospi¬ 
tal in Highgate Hill, Archway, which 
was saved from being downgraded 
earlier this year. 

The news has met with a mixed 
reception. 

Karen Jennings, head of health for 
Unison, who is a former nurse and 
prospective parliamentary candidate for 
Hornsey and Wood Green, said the 
plans “throw all the cards up into the 
air.” She said: “What is so concerning 
about this transformation is that it is 
going to create huge instability in a 
short space of time, at a time when we 


are expecting to make massive savings. 

“The cost has not been evaluated or 
properly determined. All staff working 
in hospital trusts will now, within the 
next two years, disappear, so we have 
deep concerns about what this means.” 

But Dr Michelle Drage, joint chief 
executive of the London-wide Local 
Medical Committees, sees the proposals 
as a “huge opportunity” to change 
things for the better. 

She said: “Patients in somewhere like 
Haringey, where there are major health 
inequalities, are going to notice a huge 
difference, not just in hospitals but in 
the community too. 

“Haringey has huge amounts of depri¬ 
vation, huge amounts of need and we 
have a huge amount of goodwill from all 
the people who provide health services. 
GPs are good at managing those risks 
and responsibilities, but need to be freed 
from bureaucracy and micro-manage¬ 
ment to do so. 

“We expect the government to stand 
by what it has said and not cower or 
demur from it but it’s important not to 
think everything will suddenly change 
in a revolution. 

“Your readers should try not to get 
bogged down in structures and 
processes and actually think about what 
they want from the NHS.”

THE extradition of radical cleric Abu Hamza 
al-Masri has been halted by the European 
Court Of Human Rights. 

Abu Hamza complained about the length of 
sentence he may receive if tried in the USA 
along with three other British men. Hamza was 
jailed in the UK for soliciting to murder and 
racial hatred. He is the former head of Finsbury 
Park mosque, based in St Thomas’s Road, 
opposite Finsbury Park station. 

The case will now be delayed while lawyers 
prepare their cases to the court in Strasbourg. 

The US has been trying to extradite Hamza 
since 2004 as they believe he tried to set up a 
terrorism training camp in Oregon. They have 
indicated the men will face long spells behind 
bars in a so-called “supermax” US prison. 

The European court said judges had asked to 
see more detailed arguments on the prison 
conditions and the impacts the length of the 


sentences would have on the men. They said 
Hamza had no case against the conditions 
because he would only spend a brief time there 
due to his disabilities. He is partially blind and 
lost his hands in an explosion in Afghanistan. 

He has served half of his seven-year sentence 
and is now being held under extradition law. 

In a statement, the court said: “The court 
considered that there was no reason to believe 
that the US government would breach the terms 
of its diplomatic assurances. Nor did it con¬ 
sider that any of the applicants’ claims in 
respect of their trials in the US Federal Courts 
would amount to a flagrant denial of justice.” 

Home Secretary Theresa May said: “We note 
that the European Court Of Human Rights has 
decided that all the applications are partly 
admissible. We await the court’s judgment on 
the case. In the meantime these individuals will 
remain in custody.” 


A EX-PCSO has been 
jailed for tipping off 
criminals about 
cannabis factories while 
working in Haringey.

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Tattooist Lai Hardy puts us in the picture about his colourful life

N EXT week I’m doing a mermaid, a cou¬ 
ple of cherubs, a portrait of a dead dog, 
the statue of Christ in Rio de Janerio and 
a copy of a David Bowie song. That’s a pretty 
typical week, really.” 

Lai Hardy slams his diary shut with a clap of 
his heavily illustrated arms and swings round to 
continue slapping handfuls of Vaseline on to 
cling film on a desk filled with bottles of ink, 
needles and sheets of tattoo outlines. 

For almost 30 years, Lai Hardy’s New Wave 
Tattoo Studio has seen a steady stream of pun¬ 
ters coming from all over the world to the leafy 
back street of Muswell Hill to lay their limbs 
before Lai, ready for the inking. 

Still at the top of his game 28 years after set¬ 
ting up shop, he made his first foray into the 
world of tattooing during the Teddy Boy revival 
of the 1970s, one of the centres of which was the 
Fishmonger’s Arms pub in Wood Green, and 
moved on to make a name for himself during the 
punk explosion which followed. 

“My first tattoo was of a panther’s head with a 
dagger through it. I got that on February 8, 
1976,” Lai said. “I’d always liked art at school. I 
started to draw tattoo designs, managed to get 
tattooing equipment and became self-taught. 
There weren’t many tattooists in London then 
and you had to go pretty far off the beaten track, 
whereas today there are hundreds. My family 
thought I’d lost control of my senses.” 

Trends have come and gone since Lai has been 
tattooing - some better than others. Swallows, 
hearts and roses are the bread and butter of the 
industry, religious tattoos are becoming ever 
popular due to David Beckham’s influence, and 
dolphins were ubiquitous in the 1980s. 

“People say ‘Poor dolphins get caught in the 
tuna nets”, and I reply: ‘so does the tuna, but you 
don’t ask for a tuna tattoo do you?’,” said Lai. 

Technology has made the tattoo world a 
smaller place with designs shared across the 


world via the internet, and Lai’s 
work has also taken him to Ger¬ 
many, America, Borneo, Japan 
and Tahiti where he has gathered d , . t 1jrv 
inspiration for a book; the Mam- ^ ^ 

moth Book Of Tattoos. Plivdy 

And he seems to be the celebrity 
tattooist of choice, being entrusted 
with skin belonging to the likes of Foo Fighters 
front man Dave Grohl, TV presenter Dermot 
O’Leary and scores of football players including 
Ledley King, Emmanuel Adebayor, Aaron 
Lennon and Dimitar Berbatov. 

“Word spreads like wildfire when the foot¬ 
ballers come in, and the streets around here fill 
up with kids!” said Lai. 

England cricketer Kevin Pietersen was on the 
phone when we visited, discussing his latest 
design in tribute to his newborn son. 

“There is definitely more diversity in our 
clients than when I first got into the trade,” 
added Lai. “We were looking at predominantly 
white men aged 18-30 - mainly working class 
kids. And now it’s all types of people up to the 
age of 70. There are a lot more women getting 
tattoos and people from different ethnic 
backgrounds. It was rare to tattoo a black person

but this has 
gradually changed 
because of the influence of 
football players, basketball 
players and rappers.” 

Lai refuses to do political, 
racist, obscene or facial tat¬ 
toos and said he occasion¬ 
ally asks people to reconsider their designs. 

“It’s not being dictatorial, it’s just that we’ve 
done this for a long time and know what we’re 
talking about,” he explained. 

“I won’t allow facial tattoos in the shop 
because it can socially disadvantage you. People 
should be free to look however they want but life 
doesn’t work like that. If you have a skull, dag¬ 
ger, bulldog or Union Jack, you can’t work in the 
Metropolitan Police. I know someone who had 
‘what goes around comes around’ tattooed on 
her wrist and she wasn’t allowed in.” 


“There are certain areas where it is more 
painful, such as where there is movement in 
joints or on bony parts of the body such as feet 
or over ribs. 

“Sometimes people faint but when I started 
there were more, probably because there was a 
lot more peer pressure to get it done.” 

And the tattoo world is full of dark stories of 
spelling mistakes, etched for life on people’s 
bodies. “There’s the guy who wanted Motorhead 
written across his stomach but they wrote Moto- 
head,” Lai said. “Another guy had ‘Tottenham 
Hopstur’ and someone got a tattoo when Diana 
died that read ‘Diana: Princess of Whales’. 

“Here, we get people to write them down 
themselves, check them and check them, and 
sign to say that they’ve done so. That kind of 
mistake makes you laugh, but probably not for 
the person who had it done.” 

And being a tattooist can bring about other 
unexpected responsibilities. 

Lai said his clients tend to open up more the 
longer they spend in his chair to the extent that 
he often plays the role of agony aunt. 

“Some of the clients have really interesting 
stories,” he said. “Sometimes things are really 
sad. A guy in a wheelchair came in the other 
week. This is a guy with kids and family who 
was knocked over by a car. And he still manages 
to smile and get on with his life. 

“You also get real characters. We have one guy 
covered in cartoons who’s like a whirlwind. We 
always have a good laugh. Every day you get dif¬ 
ferent customers and if you enjoy art, it’s great. A 
tattoo can be described as a poor man’s Rem¬ 
brandt. It keeps you young and stupid, this job.”

Or that’s how this fiendishly clever, 
brazenly audacious film feels like in 
what is surely the most intelligent 
blockbuster you will see this year. 

A word of warning, however, you 
will have to work hard in the first half 
to piece together what the hell is 
going on (the most knowing laugh 
was when a character asks, 
“Whose subconscious are we going 
into now exactly?”) while some will 
find its clever-clever plotting too 
pretentious for its own good. 

DiCaprio plays Dorn Cobb, who 
steals secrets. With his crack team 
of brainy thieves he enters people’s 
dreams, delves around in their sub¬ 
conscious and finds that crucial bit 
of information which large corpora¬ 
tions are willing to pay a lot of 
money for. 

For this to be a success an archi¬ 
tect is called for to construct the 
dreamscape - a facsimile of the vic¬ 
tim’s reality - so they are unaware 


it is a dream they are having and 
reveal information to Cobb and co 
that they would never normally have 
done in waking life. Geddit? But the 
complicated bit involves the various 
levels of subconscious that the 
thieves have to go through to 
achieve their goal so, at one stage, 
there’s a dream within a dream 
within a dream within a dream! 

However, Cobb’s latest client (Ken 
Watanabe) does not want anything 
taken away from rich rival (CiIlian 
Murphy), he wants them to implant 
an idea to sell off his business 
meaning Cobb has to assemble his 
greatest team yet including a genius 


architect (Ellen Page), forger (Tom 
Hardy), right hand man (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt) and the chemist 
(Dileep Rao). 

Heady stuff with a big-name cast 
and their own heavyweight architect 
in writer/director Christopher Nolan 
who finally achieves a successful 
marriage between previous styles - 
the art house brain of Memento 
and the big-house brawn of 
Batman Begins. 

Although not as satisfying as The 
Matrix, which it often apes, it’s still 
a bravura work of art which will only 
get better on repeat viewings.

Beef-stuffed peppers 

(Serves six) 

Ingredients 
500g lean beef mince 
Three large red peppers 
15ml olive oil 

1 small onion, finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, finely chopped 
250g roughly chopped roasted 
vegetables, (courgette, mushroom, 
baby aubergine, broccoli etc) 
200ml tomato ragu sauce 

5ml dried oregano 
Salt and milled black pepper 
50g grated reduced fat cheese - 
or mozzarella if you prefer 

1. Preheat the oven to 200°c. 

2. Cut peppers in half lengthwise, 
scoop out seeds and membrane. 
Place on a baking tray, drizzle with 
the oil and roast for 15-20 minutes. 

3. Heat a large non-stick frying pan 
and dry fry mince, onion and garlic 
for three to four minutes, until 
mince browns, breaking any lumps. 

4. Drain any excess meat juices 
from the pan and transfer to a large 
bowl. Add the roasted vegetables, 
ragu, oregano and seasoning. 

5. Remove the peppers, add the 
filling, cover with foil and continue 
to cook for a further ten minutes. 

6. Sprinkle over the cheese and 
return to the oven for a further five 
minutes or until the cheese melts.

housebuilders. Buyers can 
acquire additional shares 
at a later date.
